Again the deadly electric current 
hsEi got in ith work in thin city.

tim e the liv e« of three well k nown 
men, two colored men and one w hite 
man* were almost 
instantly blotted 
ont, m ak ing the fifth death at the 
hands oi the I. 
& 0. traction com ­ 
pany's current w ithin the past six 
months. 
All of the men k illed today 
went to their death wholly unaw are 
tha t there was danger and little exj» ec* 
ting it at the place where they were. 
About tw enty minutes before sev en 
o'clock W illiam Petti ford and R e u­ 
ben Boatright, residing in Buck town, 
w ent to the grav el pit on the ground 
owned by the I A U traction coin 
pany. cant of the power house and situ 
at» *« l hut a few feet south of the C ., 
H. A I), 
track s. 
Petti ford was the 
first to reach the grav el pit, it is said, 
he hav ing reached the pit by the wa 
gon way east from the power house. 
B oatright lam e 
out the O ., H. A

merit, on the south side almost abreast 
of the grav el pit. 
He was seeu to 
sta rt through the barbed wire fence 
on the south side of the O , H A D 
right-of-w ay, then was heard to yell.

off immediately and I ran back to the 
fence. 
B oatright 
w a s dead, but P e t­ 
tiford was still aliv e.

J. 0 . Sexton. 
The men 
were both 
dead when he* arriv ed. 
Coroner Cole­ 
man was called to v iew the bodies, 
which were carried aw ay from the 
fence ami placed on the ground in the 
shade of a nearby t ree 
The news o f the accident spread 
rapidly through the fcifcv and by 7 : 3t- 
a large num ber of people gathered at 
the scene.

The fear that some­ 
thing had happened to Oliv er so grew 
upon him that he, in company w ith a 
small boy, started along the G .. II. A. 
D. track s, in the direction ot the w a ­ 
ter tank to search for him. 
The two 
passed up the track and at a point 
about three hundred yards from the 
spot where the other **wo men m et 
their death, the boy noticed a man ly­ 
ing on the north side of the fence, the 
body partially concealed from v iew by 
a stum p and oue hand fast to a wire 
in the fence. 
The man was dead ami 
the body prov ed to be that of Oliv er 
Glore. 
A shout brought the crowd at 
the scene of the other accident to a 
realization of the fact that another 
man had been k illed on the deadly 
fence and there was a rush to the spot 
where G lore's 
body lay. 
Coroner 
Ooieman was still at the scene and 
Weis one of the first to reach the body. 
The body was cold and had begun to 
stiffen, show ing that Mr. Glore had 
been k illed before the other two nun 
met their death. 
The remains were 
carried tow ard the power house amt 
were met by a hearse from Caldwell 
A Com pany’s undertak ing establish­ 
ment, to which place it was tak en ami 
prepared for buria*. 
When the current

lionse was shut off the serv ice here 
was tied up ¡« ending an inv estigation 
into the cause of the accident. 
About 4 ; 30 Monday ev ening during 
the electrical storm, 
Mr. and Mrs. 
W illiam Rainbridsre were seated on 
the back 
porch of their residence, 
south of the power house. 
They saw 
a bolt of lightning strik e the w ire on 
the sw itch cast of the power house ami 
mill race, and im m ediately something 
on the wire blazed up, burned b right­ 
ly for three or four minutes, the spark s 
dropping to 
the ground, and then 
gradually burned out. In their search 
for the point where the current ha» l 
passed from the trolley’ wire to the 
fence. Linem an D. O. Em ery, John 
Brown and J. G. H anna found that 
an insulator on one of the poles sup­ 
porting the trolley w ire on the switch 
east of the ¡x» wer house, containing 
the dum p cars, had been burned ont 
by lightning and that the current had 
passed down the guy w ire on the pole 
to the middle w ire of the fence.

The Spreading Viper. 


Editor ot the Republican : 


Twice recently I have read in the 
Republican of the k illing of spreading 
vipers, 
Heterodon 
platy rhinos, 
in 
Rnsb county, and tha t they were as 
deadly in their bite as a rattle snake, 
this statement being due, no doubt to 
the universal belief that this species 
of snake belongs to the venomous fam­ 
ily, possessing poison g la nds anti fangs 
J ust the contrary is true of this very 
interesting anti entirely harmless rep 
tile. 
They are not a bit more danger 
ons in their bite than the common 
garter snake of the fields and gaitfens. 
It is true this now quite rare reptile 
makes the most of appearances by in ­ 
flating its npper body w ith air and ex- 
pelling fit with explosive violence with 
a musical note not unlike that of an 
ex cited old gander, sim ply to impress 
its enemies with the belief that it is 
a dreadful monster and lia ble to do a 
great deal of damage if fooled with. 
Most of us w’ho have "attained unto 
tho honorable age of gray hairs havt 
encountered many human reptiles who 
have wasted great revenues of hot air 
in vain endeavor to convey to the 
world the impression that they art 
desperate characters. 
Some twenty-five or more years ago 
I captured a viper in front of the Al 
fred White home, a lew m iles *» st of 
Rushville, and placed it in a comfort 
able cage, where it lived for twelvt 
months w ithout partaking of a par 
tid e of food <y wa ter although ait 
abundance of each was placet! w itnin 
its reach, when it died of starvation. 
In capturing this snake which even 
at that date was a rare specimen, 1 
enjoyed w itnessing some of the strange 
a ctions which that ]» articnlar family 
displays when cornered, pla ying jtos 
sum aud persistently insisting upon 
lying belly upward. 
The viper wat 
crossing the pike as I was driving 
along in my buggy, and noticing that 
it was a rare specimen, I jumped tt 
the road ami commenced strikin g it 
with the buggy whip, which caused it 
to coil up and em it itts ex plosive hiss­ 
es and make frantic lunges toward me. 
Suddenly it ceased its rag-time per 
formances, flopped over upon its back 
and became to all intents and purpose» 
a dead snake. 
The only evidence of 
life being revealed when it was turner’ 
over in normal position, when it would 
insta ntly turn belly upward again. 
The rather broad head of the viper 
no doubt has much to do in conveying 
the impression that it belongs to thi 
fa m ily of venomous reptiles, but e 
very marked difference is noted 
uj »oii 
comparison between the shape of tht 
vivers aud ra ttlesna ke’s head, the vi- 
per ha ving a sharp edged snout up 
turned at the end, w hile the ratth 
sna ke’s head is rounder with blunt 
snout. 
We have the hog nosed vii» er iu Col 
orado, but it is a clum sier snake than 
the Hoosier eon*in. 
I came across out 
of these spluttering fellow s w hilst out 
on the prairies one day, ami d ipped 
him into a large tin bucket and carried 
him into camp a live, mu“ h to tht 
horror of my good friend, the ranch 
man. who believed it to be m ore d ead 
Her than the rattler. 
In my boyhood days water snake* 
were very numerous along the slugg ish 
Ben Davis creek, flowing through tin 
home farm, and 
one 
summer 
my 
brother J ohn aud I concluded to oxter 
initiate the 
reptiles, which we »<• 
con» plished so thoroughly that it wa.- 
vears before the stream was restocked 
1 * 
We used a large beech tree with wide 
expanding houghs as a trophy tree an d 
« « ©{» ended our sla in snakes to the en d 
of the limbs by their heads, and n ear 
ly a thousand skeletons decorated the 
old tree before the cam paign ceased. 
Sometime* snakes, like people, get 
mixes! up in their purposes. 
N oticin g 
a great floppiug of snake tails in the 
gra« s on the creek bank, I discovered 
two water snakes, each over two feet 
long, endeavoring to sw a llow the same 
¡frog, having succeeded to their fullest 
a bility with noses in close contact, 
j and each trying to shake its an tag o n ­ 
ist free, but being of about equal size 
and strength the strug g le for m astery 
was a draw. 
I killed both sn akes, ex ­ 
tricated the poor f rog from its perilous 
position and recovering its wind, with 
a squeal it dived into the water to 
j cog ita te, no doobt, upon the wonder­ 
ful happenings likely to occur in frog- 
land. 
Rush county has a lw a ys been w ell 
stocked w ith black snakes and blue 
racers from the broken b illy country 
included in the borders of Franklin 
1 coun ty .

W hilst exhibitin g, as I supposed , tht 
d ead sn ake to the lad ies of the house 
hold , It sud d en ly regain ed con scious 
n ess an d escape« ! from my grasp, aud 
w en t sailin g aron n d the room w ith 
head high 
in the air, an d forked 
ton gue flashin g w icked ly from its open 
jaw s.
